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Gilligan replaces President Reiss 
“Little Buddy” to lead St. Michael’s College into 21st century

In an effort to make students more inter- 
ested in campus politics, the St. Michael’s 
Board of Trustees decided Thursday to dump 
Dr. Mare “Yawn” vanderHeyden as its 
choice for new president for Bob Denver, 


best known for his role as “Gilligan” on the 


1960s sitcom smash, “Gilligan’s Island.” 

The news came as a further shock to the 
St. Michael’s community, which is just calm- 
ing down after a recent newspaper article 
uncovered President Paul Reiss’ true reason 
for retiring.

Route 77 1/4 is 

a campus-wide plan to rewire all living and 

academic areas with new phone, video and 
data systems. 

“Our ultimate goal is to have students 


never leave their rooms,” said Denis 
Straford, director of Information 
Technology. 


This wiring plan will have hook-ups to 
faculty offices and classrooms, so class can 
be held over a video system and students 
will attend classes by turning on their tele- 
visions in their rooms. 

All library services will be available over 
the Internet, as will text books and newspa- 
pers. Students will have 89 cable TV chan-

DiMasi instigates food fight 
at St. Patrick’s Day meal
